As of 23 January 1952, the entire 31 Army, including one division of the 29 
Army under 31 Army control, was on Amoy and in the immediate vicinity. The 
29 and 32 Armies had been disbanded, some units being transferred and some 
becoming military district troops. Headquarters and one division of the 25 
Army was at Chinchiang (118-3, 2l-5h) and ether divisions were in the Anhai 
(118-30, 2helO) area. 


The general plan for Chinese Communist attack on the initial target, north 
east Chinmen, called: for the 31 Army to act as a spearhead, supported by the 
25 Army. Combat preparations were to be made until June and the attack 
launched any time thereafter. 


The 271 Regiment, 31 Army, was to be sent soon to Manchuria. 
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
